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FENELON  FALLS 

Fenelon  FitlK,  OiiUrio,  in  HttuaUvl  in  tlw  County 
of  Viuturirt,  eJKlity-flve  niilt-H  nortli-eaMt  ut  TurortUi, 
on  the  chain  uf  Kawmtha  Luken,  pxUtnJinf;  fran) 
the  <]e(ir>;ian  Hay  to  the  Hay  of  Quintc.  Thu  t<iwii 
site  in  on  the  ultoivM  of  Cameron  Ijike  anil  Fenehin 
Hiver,  and  on  the  nmte  of  the  Trent  Valley  Ciuml, 
with  a  good  btuLt  wi-vice  up  and  down  the  waters 
fi>r  a  hundred  niileH.  Thei-e  ih  alM>  u  railway  Herviue 
of  five  trainH  a  day  during  the  iimniner  niunths. 
Cameron  Lake,  which  is  on  the  west  Hid'^  of  the 
town,  ia  a  nplen(^id  nheet  iff  water,  five  niileH  long 
and  three  niilefi  wide,  and  aitniirably  atiapted  far 
boating,  yachting  and  Imthirig.  The  lake  id  well 
ntocked  with  baHH  an<i  nmakinonge,  many  very  large 
catcheH  being  matle  every  neason.  Hturgeon  Lake  \n 
about  half  a  mile  tuiuth-east  of  the  town,  and  is  cel- 
ebrated for  its  mankinonge  fishing. 

Fenelon  Falln  U  beautifully  located  between 
these  two  laken,  the  river  which  connects  thent  run- 
ning through  the  town.  The  falls  from  whit.,  the 
name  in  derived  are  twenty  feet  hiL,'h.  The  passen- 
ger bridge  on  the  main  street  is  about  fifty  feet  up 
stream  from  the  falls,  and  the  same  distance  below 
the  dam.  The  swing  bridge  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
Railway  spans  the  river  at  the  entrance  to  Cameron 
Lake.  Gfjod  views  of  the  falU  can  be  obtained  from 
the  high  rocky  bankn  on  both  sides  of  the  river. 

The  waterfall  supplieM  power  for  illuminating 
purposes  to  the  town  and  also  for  the  town  of 
Lindsay,  sixteen  miles  distant.  The  town  owns 
and  operates  its  own  electric  plant  and  the 
illumination  of  the  streets  and  places  of  business  is 
not  surpassed  in  any  town  in  Canada.     Besides  this, 
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the  Diiiiiinioii  (Ifivcriniifiit  han  Ww  t-aiml  iliuniinat('<l 
liy  ltirg(>  HIV  III'  ,|iH.  Hoveriil  iin[HirtAMt  iniliiHtrifH 
opcmti'  h»'re  nnrj  then*  ih  every  ninvenientT  to  ilii 
husiiietw  with  (HitMidtt  pliurrN.  Thero  nrt*  twn 
c'hHrtered  l^nkM,  nnd  nit  other  huKirieM  Hnil 
pnifeKtiuriH  ure  wt*ll  ivpreHentt*fl.  Four  wt!ll 
regulated  hotels  *'att'r  to  the  wants  of  toiiriMtn  and 
travellent,  and  an  an  evidence  of  tlie  appreciation  of 
thoHe  people,  last  year  the  nuinW  coming  to  summer 
here  wai*  double  that  of  any  prece(i)ng  year.  Almost 
all  the  StateK  of  the  Union  were  repreiiented,  ttM  wan 
alHo  nearly  every  city  in  the  Dominion.  The  nhoreH 
of  Campfon  I^ake  a  few  yoarH  ago  wei-e  deMtltiitt'  of 
bnildingH,  hut  of  late  years  building  operatinnx  have 
been  going  on  extenHively  and  many  commodious 
cnttagt'H  have  been  built  ah  far  up  an  Koxedale,  a 
iHstance  of  four  miles  by  water.  This  is  evidence 
ihat  Fenelon  Fallti  is  rapidly  becoming  the  moMt 
popular  resort  on  the  inland  lakes.  Its  pure  water, 
pure  air,  proper  diainage,  and  beautiful  Hurroundings 
put  it  in  a  class  by  itself. 

During  the  summer  there  an.  frequent  excursions 
to  Kosedale,  Coboconk,  Kirkfleld,  Beaverton  and 
other  points  to  the  west,  and  to  Lindsay,  Boljcaygeon, 
Chemong,  etc.,  on  the  east  of  Fenelon  Falls. 

Fenelon  Falls  has  telephone  and  telegraph 
communication  with  all  outside  points.

It  is  the  most  convenient  point  for  outfitting 
and  starting  on  canoe  trips  to  northern  lakes.

The  Kawartha  Lakes  attain  an  altitude  greater  than 
might  at  first  thought  iie  expected.  Hturgenn  Lake  is  two 
hundred  and  eighteen 
feet  higher  than  Lake 
Huperior  and  over  eight 
hundred  feet  above  the 
level  of  Ijike  Ontario. 
Cameron  Lake  is  twenty 
five  feet  above  Sturgeon 
I^ake.  The  altitude  gives 
a  bracing  atmosphere 
and  immunity  from  hay 
fever  and  othtT  troubles

Fenelon  Falls  in  admirably  nituated  for  any  kind 
of  manufacturing  induKtricH.  Lumber  in  eattilv 
obtained  for  thmte  who  rmpiire  it  for  any  line  of 
wfKidenware.  Sheep  are  raiwed  in  large  henJH  all 
over  the  country,  and  a  woollen  mill  might  be 
pmAtably  operated.  BeHideH  thifi,  the  cituntry  iH 
abundantly  covered  witli  linieHt4)ne,  and  carbide 
workH  could  be  cheaply  and  profitably  operated,  or 
any  of  the  other  pnxlucts  of  lime  nianufHeture<). 
Electric  power  is  sold  here  at  a  rate  very  nmeh 
lower  than  in  any  other  town  in  the  Dominion. 
Free  building  Mites  and  exemption  from  taxes  will 
also  be  given  to  any  industry  employing  a  reasonable 
amount  of  labor.  The  secretary  of  the  Water, 
Light  A'  Power  Commission  will  be  pleaned  to  furnish 
further  information.

Rosedale 

Foiirniilpw  northwest  of  Fenelmi  Falls,  if)  &  very 
pretty  villai^e,  on  the  eilj^e  of  Bultuini  Lake,  and  ut 
the  entrance  of  the  river  connecting  Balnam  and 
Cameron  I^keH.  A  new  canal  and  loekH  han  junt 
been  completefl  at  this  point.  The  bast*  finhinf;  in 
the  vicinity  "f  liosedale  is  first  class,  and  it  was 
near  Hosedale  lockti  that  Mr.  H.  McDouj^alt  caught 
liis  .17^  pound  niaskinonge  (shown  on  back  cover). 

Coboconk 

Heven  miles  from  Rosedale,  ia  a  picturesque 
village,  atul  i»  the  terminus  of  Rteamboat  navigation 
in  this  direction,  there  l)eing  no  lock^  yet 
constructed,  but  there  n  ample  wcope  for  trips  by 
canoes  and  skiffs  through  a  series  of  beautiful  lakes 
and  rivers,  witli  short  portages,  as  far  as  and  even 
beyond  Minden,  thirty  miles  up  the  Gull  Kiver. 

Burnt   River 

Which  empties  into  Cameron  T^ake,  is  a  favorite 
destination  for  small  picnic  parties  and  canoe  trips, 
and  affords  most  excellent  black  bass  fishing.  The 
scenery  along  this  river  can  hardly  be  t«o  highly 
praised,  the  foliage  of  the  largo  overhanging 
butternut  trees  and  the  ferns  along  the  banks 
combining  to  produce  a  charming  effect  that 
delights  all  who  visit  this  attractive  spot,  the  only 
rival  of  the  Shadow  River  (Muskoka). 

Kirkfield 

Is  on  the  Trent  Valley  Canal  between  Balsam 
Lake  and  Lake  Simcoe.  The  new  lift  lock 
constructed  here  has  been  in  operation  a  couple  of 
seasons.  Kirkfield  is  the  home  of  Sir  Wm. 
MacKenzie,  of  MocKenzie  tb  Mann,  the  noted 
railway  magnates. 

Sturgeon  Point 

Is  a  well  known  and  popular  summer  resort  on 
Sturgeon  Ijake,  about  six  miles  from  Fenelon  Falls. 
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Babam  Lake 
Balaam  Lakb  is  an  etxeiwive  stretch  of  water, 
with  here  and  there  a  thickly  wuoded  island,  and 
the  shores  are  crowned  with  a  luxurious  forest 
growth  of  Br,  pine  and  maple;  while  it  is  the  curious 
belief  of  the  guides  and  frequenters  of  the  lake  that 
its  water*  are  never  still,  but  always  lapping  the 
i-ocky  shores  and  islands.  At  the  entrance  to  Gull 
river,  6  miles  from  Coboconk,  the  tourist  views  with 
considerable  interest  the  island  familiarly  known  as 
Ghost  Island.  A  local  legend  runs  that,  when 
Champlain  was  making  his  memorable  journey 
through  this  section  of  the  country,  in  1618,  there 
arose  among  his  party  at  this  point  a  grave  fear  of 
an  attack  from  the  hostile  Indians  who  were  in  the 
neighborhood.  With  this  danger  threatening  them, 
the  priests  who  accompanied  the  expedition  hastily 
buried  the  sacred  and  costly  vessels  of  their  religion 
in  a  secret  spot  on  this  island.  Those  engaged  in 
this  task  were  .attacked  by  the  Indians  as  they  were 
endeavoring  to  regain  their  party,  and  their  dead 
bodies  left  lying  on  the  shore  of  the  island  that  con- 
tained their  holy  treasure.  It  is  said  that  early 
settlers  who  sought  to  Bnd  these  valuable  relics 
were  driven  froni  the  island  by  the  ghostly  guard- 
ians, who  to  this  day  have  successfully  preserved 
the  secret  of  the  hiding  place  of  the  treasure.

lakes.  From  here  there  ia  a  river  to  MiMire'a  Ijtke, 
ahovo  Norland,  and  from  Moore's  Lake  another  nhort 
river  to  Gull  Lake,  where  trout  are  very  plentiful.  The 
face  of  the  country  here  has  entirely  changed,  the 
rolling  farming  land.-,  being  replaced  by  rugged  rocka 
and  uiant  hilla.  The  bass  and  niaskinonge  have  been 
left  behind,  and  from  here  on  trout  of  many  varieties 
and  in  great  ahiindance  can  be  caught. 

Leaving  Gull  Lake  you  go  up  the  Minden  river  as 
far  a«  Minilen  village.  Hero  you  portage  to  Mountain 
Lake,  and  from  there  pass  on  up  through  Twelve  Mile, 
Boskung,  Kuahiig,  Sonora,  Black  and  Wren  Ukes,  and 
over  the  divide  into  Musknka  waters. 
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
